Thus bclicveing, it has been mi
euro to the whole people, and iu every mem-
ber of the conledcracy, by general, salutary,
and equal lawn alone, tho benefit of those re-

publican institutions which it was tho end and
aim of the constitution to establish, and tho
impartial influence of which is, in my judg-
ment, indispcnsible to their preservation. I
cannot bring myscll to believe that tho lasting
happiness of the people, tho prosperity of tho
States, or tho permanency of their Union, can
bo maintained by giving preference or priority
to any class of citizens in tho distribution of
benefits or privileges, or by tho adoption of
measures which enrich one portion of tho Un-

ion at tho expense of another; nor can I see
in the intcrferenco of tho Federal Government
with tho local legislation and reserved rights
of tho States, a remedy for present, or socurity
against future dangers.

The first, and assurcdely not tho least, im
portant step towards relieving tho country from
tho condition into which it has been plunged
by excesses in trade, banking, and credit of;

tions ol Uovernmont itself on a solid basis;
giving and receiving in all cases value for val-

ue, and neither countenancing nor encouraging
in others that dolusivo system of credits irom
which it has been found so difficult to escape,
and which has left nothing behind it but the
wrecks that mark its fatal career.

That tho financial affairs of the Government
iro now, and have been during tho whole "pe-
riod of these widespreading difficulties, con-
ducted with a strict and invariable regard to
this groat and fundamental principle, and that
by tho assumption and maintenance of the stand
thus taken on the very threshold of tho ap-
proaching crisis, more than by any nthercauso
or causes whatever, the community atrpn
has been shielded from the incalculable evils
of a general and indefinite suspension of spe-
cie payments, and a consequent annihilation,
for tho wholo period it micht havo lasted, of a
just and invariablo standard of value, will, it
is Denavcd, at this period, scarcely be ques-
tioned.

A steady adherence, on tho part of the Gov-
ernment, to tho policy which has produced
such salutary results, aided by judicious Stato
legislation, and, what is not less important,
by tho industry, enterprise, perseverance, and
economy of tho American people, cannot fail
to raise the whole country, at an early period,
to a stato of solid and enduring prosperity, not
subject to bo again overthrown by tho suspen-
sion of banks or the explosion of a bloated
credit system. It is for tho people, and their
representatives, to decide whether or not tho
permirent welfare of tho country (which all
good citizens equally desire, however widely
tnoy may omer as to the means of its accom-
plishment) shall bo this way secured: or wheth
er the management of tho pecuniary concerns
oi ine uovernmcnt, and, by consequence, to a
great extent, thoso of individuals also, shall I

be carried back to a condition of things which
fostered thoso contractions and oxnansions of i

tno currency, and thoso reckless abuses of
credit, irom tho baleful effects of which the
country has so deeply suffered a return Uiat
can promise, in the end. no better results than
to reproduce the embarrassments tho Govern
ment lias experienced; and to removo from
tho shoulders of the prenont, to thoso of fresh
victims, tho bitter fruits of that snirit of sneeu- -
lative cnterpriso to which our countrymen aro
so liable, and upon which the lessons of ex- -

penenco aro 30 unavailing. Tho choice is an
important one, and I sincerely hope that it may
be wisely made.

trat.on. Since the Spring or 1837, more thanforty thousand Indian, have been removed totheir new homes west of tho Mississipl; andI am happy to add, that all accounu concur
in representing the results or this measure aseminently beneficial to that people.

1 he emigration of ihe Seminole lone has
been -- "ended with criou difficulty, and

bloodshed; hwtiliiie have been com-menced by the Indian in Florida, under tbeapprehension that they would be compelled,

by force, to comply with their treaty stipula-

tion. Tho'execution of tho treaty of r.iyne s

Landing, sign.d in 1830, hut nnt ratified until

1831, wras postponed, at tho solicitation or tho

Indians, until 1830, when they again renewed

their agreement to remove peaceably to their
new homes In ihe west. In the face of this

solemn and renewed broko their
faith, and commenced thnir hostilities by tho
massacre of M ijor Dade's command, tho mur-

der of their agent, General Thompson, and
other nets or cnel treachery. When this

and unexpected intolligenco reached
tho seat ofGuvernmcnt, every effort appears
to have been made to reinforce General Clinch,
who commanded tho troops thon in Florida.
General Eustis was despatched with rein-

forcements from Charleston ; troops were call-

ed out from Alabama, Tennessee, nnd Geor-

gia; .nd Genetal Scott was sent to tako tho
command, with amnio power and ample means.
At the first alarm, General Gaines organized n
force at New Orleans, and, without waiting
for orders, landed In Florida, where ho deliv-
ered over tho troops he had brought with him,
to General Scott.

Governor Call was subsequently appointed
to conduct a summer campaign, and at tho
close of it was replaced by General Josup.

General Taylor,
who succeeded General Jcsup, used his best
exertions to subdue them, and was seconded
in his efforts dy the officers under his com-
mand; but hn, tno, failed to protect the Terri-
tory from their depredations.

fly an act of signal and crul treachery ,they
broke the truco mado with thorn by General
Macomb, who was sent from Washington for
tho purpose or carrying into effect tho ex-
pressed wishes of Congress, and have con-
tinued their devastations over since.

General Armistead, who was in Florida
when General Taylor left tho army, by per-
mission, assumed tho command, and. after ac-
tive summer operations, was met by proposi-
tions for peace; and, fromthc fortunate coin-
cidence of the arrival in Florida, at the saino
period.of a delegation from the Seminoles who
are happily settled west of the Mississippi, and
are now anxious to persuade their countrymen
to join them there, hopes were for somo time
entertained that tho Indians might be induced
to leave the Territory without further difficul-t- y.

These hopes have proved fallacious, and
hostilities havo been renewed throughout the
wholo territory. That this contest has endur-
ed so long, is to bo attributed to causes beyond
(lie control oftho Government. Experienced
generals have had the command or the troops;
officers and soldiers havo alike distinguished
themselves for their activity, patience, and g

courage; tho army has been constantly
furnished with supplies of evory description;
and we must look for tho causes which have
so long procrastinated tho issue (rtho contest
in the vast extent of the theatre of hostilities,
uio aniiusi insurmountable obstacles presented
by the nature of the country, tho climate, and
tho wily character of tho savages.

The sites for marino hospitals on tho rivers
and lakes, which I was authorized to select
and cause to bo purchased, have all beon de-
signated, but, the aapropriation not proving
sufficient, conditional arrangements only havo
been mado for their acquisition.

feelings of humanity.

Tho offorts oftho several Governments who
are anxiously tcckine to suppress this traffic
must, however, bo directed against the facili- -

uius aiionieu uy wnai aro now recognized as
legitimate commercial pursuits, before the ob
ject can bo fully accomplished. Supplies of
provisions, water casus, mcrcnanuisc, anil arti-
cles connected tho prosecution or the
slave trackflrc, it is understood, freely carried
by vessels of different nations to tho slave
factories; and tho effects or tho factors aro
transported openly from ono slave station to
another, without interruption nr punishment
by either oftho nations to which they belong,
engaged in the commerce of that region. I
submit to your judgment whether this Gov-
ernment, havine been tho first to prohibit, by
adequate penalties, the slave trado, tho first
to declare it piracy should not bo first, also,
to forbid to its citizens all trado with the slave
factories on tho coast Africa;, eiving an cx
amplo to all nations in this respect, which, if
tairly followed, cannot tail to produco tno
most effective results in breaking up those
dens of iniquity.

The and death ofNicholas Cusick, Chiefof
the Tuscarora Indians.

Measrs. Ktfituri, From the North American,
Hapli't Register, and source, I have pre-
pared Ihe fullmvinir notice nftlio life and death nf
one of the most iuierrating Indian characters ever
Known in tins country; onu be nappy lo see
it published in your paper.

Died, at Tuacarora vllUce, Oct. 29. 1840. Ni
cholas Cuaick, aged K2 years, 4 month, and 17
days, lone a principal chielol 1 uncarnra In-

dians lie wn born at the Oneida Reservation
June 15th, 175(i. His father wa an Enulmli
merchant of a very xeallhy and reipecla le fam-
ily. At tlm age of ten yenia he was placed at
school al Joliiiatown, under tha pntrnnae nf Sir
William Johnson, where lie remained several
year sue then returned to his iwt. nennle. At
tho commencement ol the Itevohitionaiy war, thn .
